per cent a year.” 


Farmers Reap the Benefit. 

Mr. Bancroft quotes from findings of 
state courts and other public documents 
that the farmers have been benefited, not 
injured, by the company, and it shows 
by senate documents, consular reports, 
and buréau reporte, that harvesting ma- 
chines are sold for less inthe United 
States than anywhere else in the worid- 

He cites government testimony to dia- 
prove the committee’s charge of smoth- 
ering a competitor. 

“In view of the foregoing facts,'’, the 
general counsel says, ‘I appeal to the 
quick sense of justiceandfairnessof every 
member of your committee to oorrect the 
erroneous statements referred to above.

~The $53,000,000 river and harbor pork 
barrel bill is beaten. Democratic leaders

Norris-of-Nebraska, Lane of Oregon, and 
Ashurst of Arizona are willing to keep 
up their filibuster. 
At the caucus last night certain Demo- 
cratic senators insisted that the river 
and harbor bill be given a place on the 
j legisMtive program. This was done, but 
the opponents of the measure today sig- 
nified their intention of keeping up the 
fight until the adjournment of the pres- 
ent congress on March 4 next !f neces- 
sary to beat the bill. 


Will Give Up Fight. 
When it became apparent that the op- 
position was gaining strength as it pro- 
ceeded instead of losing it, the perk grab- 
bers gave up the ghost and no attempt 
wil be made to put the measure through 
either during the remainder of this ses- 
Bion orin the short session beginning next 
December. 
The failure of the pork hunters to force 
the river and harbor bill through this ses- 
sion foreshadows the doom of all such 
measures introduced in the future. 
When Representative Frear of Wiscon- 
sin took up the fight on the pork barre! 
in the house he predicted such a strong 
sentiment eventually would be stirred 
up against it that congress soon would not 
dare pass another measure of similar 
character. The bill was jammed through 
the house, but when it reached the gen- 
ate the public had been aroused. Mr. 
Frear in a public statement credited this 
sentiment to the publicity given the bad 
features in the bill by Tue CuiIcaco TRIB- 
UNE. 

Will Provide Necessities. 
That necessary work may not be de- 
terred, congress probably will appropri- 
ate $5,000,000 to be expended at the dis- 
cretion of the chief of eéngineers on 
projects now under way. 
President Wilson, it is understood, is 
greatly relieved at the failure of the bill. 
The president feared it would pass and 
add $50,000,000 to the extravagance rec- 
ord of the Democratic ‘“‘economy ad- 
ministration.” 
He did not dare oppose it, however, 
with those senators upon whom he has 
depended for the passage of his favored 
bills in the senate, all demanding his ap- 
proval of the measure. 
Senator Simmons of North Carolina, 
chairman of the senate finance commit- 
tee, regarded as the president's spokes- 
man in the senate, had betwcen twenty 
and thirty items in the bill, calling for 
several millions of dollars. Every single 
one of these was declared to be of ques- 
tionable value.

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Stream Blamed by North 
Shore for Breeding Nui- 
sance Is Innocent. 


BACK YARDS. QUILTY. 


BY W. A. EVANS, M. D. 

“It's the Skokie.” 

This seems to be the invariable answer 
of the residents of the north shore when- 
ever the question arises as to the source 
of the mosquitoes that infest the neigh- 
borhood. Because a harmless little 
stream wends its way through a minia- 
ture valley about two miles west of the 
lake, and because they are either too 
careless or never thought of investigat- 
ing the conditions in their own back 
yards, the laconic reply is ready at all 
times, ‘‘ It’a the Skokie.” 

It is not the Skokie. After listening to 
this tradition many times an investiga- 
tion was made which resulted in the dis- 
covery that the “Skokie” was prac- 
tically dry, while the much maligned 
marsh surrounding it was .a veritable 
checkerboard of large dry cracks. 


Stream Too Far, Away. 

Disregarding this fact and supposing 
that the stream was full of water and 
that the marshes were of the most stag- 
nant type, this source is too far removed 
from the residents of the north shore 
to create any noticeable difference.. A 
few of the mosquitoes that have propa- 
gated in a place of this kind might pos- 
sibly be borne to the residence districts 


land type of mosquito is not migratory 
and that it never voluntarily strays more 
than a few hundred feet from its breed- 
ing place during its life of twenty to 
thirty days, it is conclusive that a 
stream two or more miles removed from 
the complaining community is innocent 
of the charge brought against it. 


Method of Conducting Campaign. 

But the mosquitoes are there. The next 
thing is to bring the investigation closer 
to the infested district and find the breed- 
ing places. Then an extermination cam- 
paign must be started. To further this 
there must be an understanding among 
all concerned. One man, preferably one 
who understands his subject, should be 
chosen to head the work. Then comes the 
question of finance. The cost varies in 
different localities, The number of cess- 
pools, sewer holes, drain pipes, water 
butts, and cisterns must be ascertained. 

Make an investigation of the surround- 
ing territory and chart all the pools and 
stagnant marshes that can be found in 
the neighborhood. Estimate how much 
oil will be required to spray such places 
once a week, and then find out from an 
oil company what the price of 28 Beaume 
gravity oil is. Add to this the salary of 
one or several men who will carry the oil 
spray and dispense the oil. Figure about 
$6 for every sprayer purchased. 


Co-operation Is Essential. 

The entire success of such & venture 
depends upon the cotiperation of the com- 
munity. ‘It can best be carried out in the 
fdltowiig’ manner: Advertise in every 
direction the manner of the work to be 
started, and the reasons for sodoing. In- 
stitute public lectures. Distribute ‘“dod- 
gers’ describing what is going to be 
done, the estimated cost and the probable 
results. Talk about it to influential per- 
sons and prove the sincerity of purpose. 
Then open a subscription list at the banks 
and public places. Get up a benefit féte 
or ball. Write to the local papers, in- 
terest the trading houses, doctors, 
churches, and keep up the canvass for 
subscriptions. Balance sheets must be 
published regularly and the names of the 
subscribers registered,

Taking it either ‘way, what is Wall street's an- 
swer to the New Haven report and the New Haven 
situation? Does it think this thing can go on 1n- 
definitely, railroad after railroad, being plundered 
by the men who pose as trustees for its prosperity? 
Does it think the country is indifferent to the fact 
that the Rock Island scandal is probably worse, if 
anything, than the New Haven scandal, and that 
half a dozen other great railroads have been 
financed to the edge of ruin?

MOTHER, NOT THE GOATS. 
H. M. writes: “In a district southwest 
of Sixty-ninth street there is a large set- 
tlement of Italians. Scarcely any of the 
families have less than four children, and 
many ten ahd twelve. All ate healthy. 

Scarcely a death occurs among them. 
These children are fed mostly through in- 
fancy on goats’ milk and olive oll. The 
year old child will ery for oll greedily, 
drinking three or four wine glasses dur- 
ing the day. Goats give two quarts of 
milk a day for six months out of the year 
There are usually two in each family. 
The milk is Uke cream in richness. It 
costs $1.25 a month during the winter if 
the food is bought, but during the sum- 
mer the children gather the weeds and 
grass on the street sides. It would be 
well for the board of health to try goats 
in their recommendations for the health

Lord Hardwicke is descended from 
Simon Yorke of Dover, who is described 
as ‘a merchant and a man of good landed 
estates,” and who died in 1672. His 
grandson, Philip Yorke, became lord 
chief justice of England and was raised 
to the peerage at the early age of 34, 
being promoted three years afterward 
to the woolsack as lord high chancellor 
of England and to an earldom. 

The sixth earl died as undersecre- 
tary of state for India in the Balfour 
administration and as a member of the 
stockbroking firm of Basil Montgom- 
ery & Co. of London. He was also chief 
owner of the London Saturday Review. 

The family estates and treasures have 
all been dispersed through the finan- 
cial misfortunes which overtook the 
fourth and fifth earls, and their ancestral 
home, Wimpole hall, in Cambridgeshire

FITZPATRICK SHOOTS || 
AT “BIG BUSINESS.” 


President John Fitzpatrick of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor gave the com- 
mission his views on the labor conditions 
in Chicago, including strikes, jurisdic- 
tional troubles, violence, the militia, and 
the control he said “ big business’”’ ex- 
ercised over the government in its effort 
to defeat organized labor. 


Tells Chicago Conditions. 

Q.+What is the condition of labor, gen- 
erally speaking, in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago? In some places is the condition 
favorable, in your opinion, and others un- 
favorable? A.—I think in the organized 
trades the condition is good; I think in 
the unorganized occupations that it is bad 
—very bad. 

Mr. Fitgpatrick @emed the charge that 
labor unions are controlled by “ bosses," 
He said democratic conditions exist in 
all unions with which he comes in con- 
tact. He said there are 260 local unions 
affiliated with the federation, 


Tells of Much Unrest. 

Q—Have you made a4 study of the con- 
dition of industry as to whether unrest 
exists or not in the industry here in Chi- 
cago and generally throughout the coun- 
try? A.—Yes, I think we have got con- 
siderabie, 

Q.—What, in your opinion, are the 
causes of it, and what wvuld you recom- 
mend as remedies which are within the 
power of this commission to recommend 
to gongress? A—Why,. I think the unrest 
which exists among the workers, both 
organized and unorganized, is the con- 
trol which big business has over not oniy 
in@ustrial affairs but public affairs, the 
grip which they have on the affaira of 
government and which they use against 
the workers continuously and ever- 
lastingly causes a disrest—an unrest 
among the workers to get from under 
that—that control, that holding ¢own, 
which they have held for #9 long. 


Will Find Way Out. 

Q.—And how would you meet that? A. 
Well, I~I don't know just exactly how 
we are going to meet it, only that we 
will fnd a way out. The workete of the 
world have for years been oppressed and 
they have always been abie to find relief, 
and I think that just as the heavy hand 
ia laid on the baoks of the worker of 
our day and time that he will be able to 
devise the ways and means for getting 
out from underneath it. 

'Q.—Do you believe a federal industria!

MR FITZPATRICK—If you find vio- 
lence on the part of any labor organiza- 
tion in the city of Chicago in a strike— 
organized violence--I would like to see it. 
In any of the strikes that have happened 
in the city of Chicago—the stockyards 
strike, the teamsters’ strike, the news- 
paper strike, or any of these other strikes 
that have happened—organized violence 
on the part of labor organizations was 
not known. There may be here and there 
a misguided member of some labor or- 
ganization who has hurled a brick or 
struck a man a blow in argument, or 
something of that kind may have hap- 
pened, but not to any extent, 


“Employers Incite Violence.” 


‘“ But what do we find on the other side” 
We find organized violence, We find 
these employers’ associations, these 
blacklisting institutions that they have 
here, resorting to every possible means 
they can to create turmoil and strife on 
the streets of the city of Chicago.

No Reunion, Beveridge Demand. 

What Mr. Beveridge had to say in clos- 
ing his three day campaign trip through 
Iilinois was prepared as @ nation-wide 
ultimatum on the part of the rank and file 
of western Progressives, to the effect 
that the bonds have been severed finally, 
and that there can be no reunion on any 
basis so far as Progressive leaders this 
side of the Alleghanies are coneerned. 

Particular emphasis attaches to Mr. 
Beveridge’s speech tonight from the west- 
ern Progressive standpoint because of 
Col. Roosevelt's indoreement yesterday 
of Hinman for the Republican nomina- 
tion for governor of New York. The 
unconcealed anger of Illinois Progres- 
sives in the counties traversed today, be- 
cause the colonel has assumed even a 
considerate position toward any self- 
avowed Republican, seems likely to de- 
velop into a political affair of dominant 
importance, effecting shortly the entire 
west.

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CARDINAL GIBBONS SEES 
MEXICAN PEACE UNSOLVED. 


Condemns Carranza and Villa ase 
Criminals in Interview on His 
Eightieth Birthday. 


Westminster, Md., July 28.—[ Special. }— 
Cardinal Gibbons passed his eightieth 
birthday quietly today at the country 
home of his friend, B. F. Shriver, in the 
hills of Carroll county. 

The cardina! talked freely on some sub- 
jects, touched lightly on others, and de- 
clined to be quoted for publication upon 
questions not fully understood. He ex- 
pressed the deepest regret that the longed 
for. peace had not dawned on Mexico. 

He stated that he could not engage in 
a discussion at length of conditions as 
they now exist, not knowing them fully, 
but expressed detestation of Carranza 
and Villa and the cruelties perpetrated 
by the latter upon innocent persons who 
had, without cause, incurred his hose 
tility. 

He condemned the foul conduct with 
which men under their control have been 
oharged in their treatment of helpless 
women. He was deeply moved in speak- 
ing of the assassination of clergymen 
without cause by Villa and seemed to see 
little hope of the restoration of peace 
through the triumph of the Constitution- 
alists, “it being a conflict of the outs to 
get in, with the prospect of counter revo- 
lutions in almost any event.”

No political share or consideration tn the 
administration is desired by the Carvajal 
government. 


Carranza Urges Leniency. 

Victoria, Mexico, July 22 [via Laredo, 
Tex., July 23.)—Gen. Carranza today ad- 
vocated leniency in ‘‘ treatment of the 
conquered by the victorious Constitu- 
tionalists,’’ in a speech at a banquet ar- 
ranged by Victoria citizens. 

Gen. Carranza said it never must be for- 
gotten that all Mexicans are brothers, 
but declared he could not extend the hand 
of brotherhood to those directly impli- 
cated in the death of Francisoo Madero 
and Pino Suarez. 

No leniency, he said, could be expected 
for those who took an active part in over- 
throwing the Constitutional government 
of Mexico and the murder of its presi- 
dent and vice president. 

The law would be observed strictly, he 
said, and those charged with participating 
in the crime would be judged according 
to the law. 


Armistice Béing Arranged. 

Mexico City, July 23.—No armistice 
with the Constitutionalists has yet been 
arranged. President Francisco Carvajal, 
through his private secretary, made the 
following statement today:

ST. PETERSBURG, July 23.—The sit- 
uation which has arisen over the strike of 
more than 100,000 men here and large 
numbers at Moscow and elsewhere 
throughout the nation, threatens to have 
a bloody ending unless the strikers are 
promptly put down. 

The government is apparently holding 
ite hand until the visit of President Poin- 
care of France has ended, when military 
repression will begin, and it is not likely 
to be more gentle than is customary in 
Russia. 

The official view of the trouble is that 
about 20,000 men who are organized for 
socialistic and revoltulonary purposes 
are terrorizing the remainder. It is re- 
ported that the police surprised a meet- 
ing of the ringleaders and captured thirty 
of them, including the entire editoria/] 
staffs of two labor newspapers. 


Many Killed by Cossacks, 
There was little rioting on Thursday, 
but there was plenty of it on Wednesday 
night, when the strikere admit that five 
of their number were killed and eight 
wounded in fights with the Cossacks. Un- 
official reports say scores of the rioters 
were killed . rar 
The wreckage of street cars was heaped 
about with the poles and posts. They 
also had been used by the mob to check 
the advance of the Cossacks. The lat- 
ter In several instances dismounted and 
advanced with their rifies in their hands 

in the face of volleys of pistol shots. 
The barricades were captured, the 
strikers applying kerosene and setting 
them on fire as they fled. 


All Industry Halted. 

The industrial work of the city has 
practically stopped. Fifteen big factories 
have declared a lockout of two weeks. 
None of the principal newspapers are 
being printed except the Novoe Vremya. 

The strike here was caused by resent- 
ment over the treatment of the strikers 
at Baku, where there have been fearful! 
conditions of labor and brutal tyranny by 
the police.
